Budget From the Petvvi * County Farm 
Adviser. 


The R egular Bureau .Meeting. 
The last day of this nnonth is the 
regular meeting time for the bureau 
oi agriculture, but it has been thought 
best on aceont of election that the 
meeting be postponed one w’cek, or 
until November 7. 
It is desired that 
every township in the county be rep­ 
resented. as some 
very 
important 
matters are to be considered. 
It is 
desired to make a somewhat detailed 
report of some of the work that wre 
nave 
been 
pushing in the county, 
that steps may be taken to carry it 
still further another year, as up to 
the present time most of these mea­ 
sures have proved highly profitable. 
Some 
interesting 
things 
will 
be 
brought out aliout soy beans and al­ 
falfa. 
While not every one who has 
given these things a trial has made 
a success, the number of succeoses are 
remarkably large for a new' proposi­ 
tion. Only a very few have met with 
failures and these persons especially 
are of greatest 
interest, 
perhaps, 
since it can be brought out as to why 
they failed. Possibly a few would in­ 
dicate that the failure was not possi­ 
ble to prevent. 
It is very evident, 
however, that most of the failures 
might have been avoided. 
You know’ 
we sometimes take long chances and 
when we do the 
results 
may 
be 
against us. 
At this meeting also we desire to 
perfect arrangements for a series of 
meetings over all parts of the coun­ 
ty dur ug the coming fall and winter. 
We are commonly too busy during 
the summer season to have much op­ 
portunity for coming together to dis­ 
cuss matters that would be helpful to 
us in reference to our farming oper­ 
ations. 
“Just One Alfalfa Story.” 
Miss Hattie Russe,r* Nortn Grand 
avenue, asked me along in the sum­ 
mer to examine some soil to see if it 
was suitable for alfalfa. 
I found it 
highly satisfactory and as she told 
me she did not know' much about it 
I told her as nearly as I knew just 
how it should be done 
The ground 
was plowed and prepared and seeded 
according 
to 
directions. 
The seed 
was sown on the 19th of August and 
at this time plants can be found as 
much as IR to IS inches in length, a 
most excellent stand is secured and 
there is so much hay on the ground 
that it looks like it would bo advis­ 
able to harvest it, cutting it as high 
as possible, since there is sc much 
more hay on the ground than is rea­ 
sonable to leave for a winter mulch. 
This field should be good for four or 
five tons per acre next year under

We

troubles so much, but the bugs have 
certainly had an inning and stories 
come to the office about all sorts of 
pests. 
The clover leaf weevil and 
the fall army w’orm seem to be very 
abundant in some places, destroying 
the clover, alfalfa, wheat and rye. 
Some have reported a good deal of 
fly where volunteer wheat was al­ 
lowed 
to 
grow’. 
My investigations 
have indicated that on especially the 
later sown fields the fly seems to be 
doing 
very 
little damage. 
I have 
found one or two fields in which leaf 
boppers are very numerous, and I 
find a number mistaking them for 
Hessian fly. 
The adult Hessian fly 
is in appearance much like a very 
small mosquito. 
Leaf hoppers are 
easily recognized, as during the en­ 
tire summer season they come around 
the light at night. Some of them are 
green in color and some brown and 
some have a yellowish tint, and they 
do not grow’ to exceed three-eighths 
of an inch in length. 
They do not 
eat the plant, but simply suck the 
juice, the same as chinch bugs and 
it appears that they poison the leaf 
from the fact* that the 
leaf 
turns 
blown and dies. The leaf hopper ap­ 
parently does a great deal of damage 
to wheat in the fall and oats and tim­ 
othy meadows in the spring. A man 
was telling me the other day that he 
had been hauling some hedge posts 
from along his field and under the 
posts were vast numbers of chinch 
bugs. 
These bugs have gone into 
winter quarters and these observa­ 
tions should cause us to take the hint 
to make a fight against this pest, 
since at this time they are apparent­ 
ly our greatest menace for next year. 
They spend the winter in clumps of 
grass, under the dead hark 
of 
old 
trees, under logs and 
along 
badly 
kept hedge rows, and unless these 
places are cleaned up 
during 
the 
winter it looks very much like we 
are in for serious trouble from chinch 
bugs next year. Indications are from 
the remarkable development of the 
ichneumon fly, which is a natural 
enemy of the Hessian fly, that we 
may not have much trouble with the 
latter pest the coming year. 
These 
are the indications, but of course re­ 
sults may not verify their correct­ 
ness.

IN THE CIRCUIT COURT 


Jury Found for Defendant in Case of 
Roy Stanberry Vs. Dr. Long. 


The 9th proposition on your ballot, next 
Tuesday, will ask you to vote for or against 
a law to compel the railroads of Missouri to 
employ an extra, and wholly unnecessary, 
trainman on every freight train of 40 cars or 
over, and on every passenger train of 6 cars 
or over. 
Every fair minded voter is entitled to know 
the facts, in order that he may vote intelli­ 
gently on this proposition. 
The ostensible object of this law is to place an 
extra guard around the lives of the trainmen. 
The real object is to force the railroads to 
employ about 500 extra, and whclly unnecess­ 
ary men. 
How trains are now manned 


At present, local and through freight trains 
are manned by an engineer, a fireman, a con­ 
ductor and two trainmen, or brakemen, as 
they are generally mis-named. One of these 
so-called brakemen is usually stationed towards 
the front of the train—the other towards the 
rear. In cases of unscheduled stops, one of 
these men goes forward, ahead of the train, to 
flag any approaching train—the other goes 
to the rear for the same purpose. W hat would 
a third one do? 


Trains are controlled by air brakes 
regardless of length 
None of these brakemen applies brakes on a 
moving train. 
Every train is controlled by 
air brakes, operated from both the engine and 
the caboose, regardless of the length of the 
train, or the number of cars. 
On passenger trains, the air brakes can be 
controlled from any car, and every car has a 
signal cord direct to the engine. W hat possible 
service could an extra trainman perform on a 
passenger train? 
Not needed to relay signals 
It is claimed that an extra trainman on a 
freight train of over 40 cars is necessary to relay 
signals to the engineer. Such is not the case. 


Extra man wouldn’t prevent accidents 


It is claimed that an extra man would enable 
the trainmen to discover causes of accidents 
in time to prevent them. 
If such were the 
case the railroads would, long ago, have em- 


before 


ployed this extra man, as it would be far 
cheaper to do this than -to pay for accidents. 


It is not even claimed that an extra trainman 
would detect causes of accidents on a passenger 
train, in tune to prevent them, yet, under this 
law, every passenger train of 6 cars or over is 
classed with a freight of over 40 cars, and com­ 
pelled to carry an extra man for whom it is 
not even claimed that there is any need* 


74% of accidents due to employee’s 
own carelessness 


Supporters of the law would have you believe 
that trainmen are ruthlessly killed or wounded, 
in Missouri, every few minutes, an exaggera­ 
tion appalling in the magnitude of its misre­ 
presentation. 
That trainmen are sometimes 
injured, and even a few of them are killed, 
is a source of great regret to the railroads, 
who are spending thousands upon thousands 
of dollars in Safety First work, to teach the 
trainman to be careful. If the railroads could 
eliminate the accidents caused by the employ­ 
ee’s own carelessness, 74% of the accidents to 
all trains, employees and* passengers, would 
be avoided. 


Fewer accidents on long trains 
Supporters of the law would also have you 
believe that many accidents are due to the 
extra length of the trains, whereas, from all 
statistics available, there have actually been 
less accidents on trains of over 40 cars than 
there have been on trains of less than 40. 


While the railroads do not claim that long 
trains are safer than short ones, the facts cer­ 
tainly sustain the claim that they are equally 
safe. 


Public Service.Commission has power 
to decide this question 


If there is any need for these extra trainmen 
the Public Service Commission has full power 
to require the roads to employ them, when­ 
ever and wherever the Commission thinks 
they are necessary. Why then should a law 
be passed, over-riding the authority of this 
Commission, which is being paid by the State 
to regulate just such matters? The answer is 


you vote! 


plain—the Commission is composed of fair- 
minded men, who have good judgment, and 
they have not thought that the extra trainmen 
are necessary* 


Similar law defeated in other states 
Similar laws have been proposed in other 
states, but they have been defeated. Governors 
Foss of Massachusetts, Hughes and Dix of 
New York, Harmon of Ohio, and Cruce of ' 
Oklahoma have all vetoed similar laws as 
either unfair or unnecessary, and the legisla­ 
tures of Texas and Louisiana have refused 
to pass such laws. - 


Railroad Towns will be first to feel 
ill effects of this Law, if passed 


To pass such a law in Missouri would add an 
unnecessary burden of half a million dollars a 
year to the already over-burdened railroads, 
without accomplishing any good except to 500 
men,wh'o would secure desirable jobs and ren­ 
der no valuable service in return for their pay. 


The railroads are in no position to stand any 
additional burden, and if relief is not soon 
granted from present conditions severe re­ 
trenchment must follow. If this law is passed 
it will hasten the day of retrenchment. In 
such times the railroad towns are the first to 
suffer. Railroad shops are closed, men are 
out of work, business drops off and merchants 
don’t dare sell even what the men must buy, 
for fear their bills will not be paid. The man 
who votes in favor of this law in the false 
belief that he is catering to the trainmen s 
patronage is in fact voting to kill the goose 
that lays the golden egg. Think this matter 
over in the privacy of the voting booth. 


The public would have to pay it 


Since it is inevitable that the railroads must 
receive additional revenue, or go into bank­ 
ruptcy, then it must be plain that this added 
burden, if voted, must finally fall on the 
general public. 


If you were asked to vote an appropriation 
to support in idleness, or in useless labor, 
some 500 able-bodied men, your vote would 
be overwhelmingly NO. Gentlemen, that 
is proposition No. 9. Will you scratch YES 
and vote NO?

nineteen months of continuous ses­ 


sion, lasting since the inauguration 


of Woodrow Wilson on March 4, 1913, 
the Sixty-third congress tonight ad­ 
journed its second session after the 
collapse 
of 
prolonged 
efforts 
by 
southern members to procure cotton 
growers’ legislation. 
The leaders of the 
cotton 
relief 
movement agreed to adjourn, how­ 
ever, only on condition that pending 
cotton relief measures 
would 
have 
the right of way in the house when 
congress reconvened December I. 
Not more than fifty members of 
the house and less than a quorum of 
the senate was iii attendance when 
the gavels of the houses fell on ad­ 
journment sine die at 4 o'clock, but 
the clocks had been turned ahead, 
the actual time of adjournment in 
the house being 3:22 and in the sen­ 
ate 3:27. 
As the time drew near Speaker 
Clark arose and said: 
“This is the longest and most la­ 
borious 
session 
of 
congress 
ever 
known. 
I congratulate you on be­ 
ing able to adjourn at last, and wish 
to thank every member for the uni­ 
form courtesy shown the speaker. 
Now. in the language of Tiny Tim, 
‘God bless us every one.’ ” 
The senate adjournment was, prob­ 
ably the most undemonstrative in its 
entire history.

Dear Mr. 
Scholten: 
I write to assure you of 
my hearty sympathy with your efforts 
to secure the adeption of Amendment 
No. 7 to our state constitution, for the 
relief of the blind; and herewith I 
send enclosed a contribution to help 
pay the expense you must incur iii j 
the prosecution of the work, it seems 
to me that every voter who under­ 
stands the purpose and scope of this 
amendment will vote for its adoption. 
It does not propose to lay any tax up­ 
on the public: its sole object being 
to so amend the constitution as to en­ 
able the legislature, when the people 
so desire, to provide relief from the 
state treasury, for these unfortunate 
people, instead of leaving them de­ 
pendent 
on 
private charity. 
Ohio, 
Illinois. 
Wisconsin 
and, 
perhaps, 
other states, have adopted a system 
of pensions to these people, by the 
operation of which the younger class 
may acquire the education and train­ 
ing to fit them for earning their own 
support, while the old and helpless 
ire so assisted that they can lie taken 
care of in the homes of relatives or 
friends. 
This plan has proved to be 
'Host satisfactory. 
While more hu­ 
mane, it is also more economical than 
the old plan of assembling these un­ 
fortunates in large 
and 
expensive 
asylums, where they had only the 
care and attention given by hired em- 
oloyes, and had none of the comforts 
of home association. 
Bat without the 
adoption of the proposed amendment 
♦o our constitution, Missouri cannot 
avail herself of the benefits of such 
’egislation as is being enjoyed by her 
progressive sister states. 
Under the old conditions, which we 
are now' powerless to improve many 
of the unfortunate sightless people 
among us must want and oftentimes 
beg for a support. 
I feel that every one of these poor, 
afflicted souls who may be seen on 
our streets asking alms is a reproach 
to our state and an indictment against 


I 
our common humanity. 
It we adopt 
this amendment and thus enable the 
state to provide for the care of these 
worthy 
unfortunates, 
Hie 
expense 
will be met by a tax upon all the hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars worth of 
property of all the people in the state, 
and it will be so light that no one 
will feel it. 
Gar last legislature, realizing the 
necessity for amending the constitu­ 
tion so as to allow' 
our 
people 
to 
make provision for the proper care 
of the blind, passed the resolution 
submitting 
the 
amendment, 
unani­ 
mously, 
not 
one 
vote 
being 
cast 
against it; and if the voters of the 
state as nobly discharge their duty at 
the polls, we will place our state in 
the position she should occupy among 
her progressive sister states, w'hose 
experience in this beneficent w'ork so 
strongly 
commends 
their 
example. 
Let us hope that no voter enjoying 
the blessing of eyesight sufficient to 
enable him to read his ballot on elec­ 
tion day will be so inhumane as to 
neglect this opportunity for doing an 
act of justice and mercy to those un­ 
fortunate among us, whose l i v e s * must 
be passed in darkness.

Eleven amendments to the state 
constitution and four acts of the last 
legislature, suspended by referendum 
petition, w ill command the attention J 
of the man who goes to the polls on 
Tuesday, November 3. 
The amend­ 
ments, as they will appear on the 
ballots, are lengthy, and more or less 
confusing to many voters woo have 
not had an opportunity to study them 
carefully. 
For the benefit of the voter who 
has not read the 
amendments 
or 
made a study of their purposes, the 
Democrat herewith 
gives 
a 
bri<ff 
summary 
setting 
out 
the 
salient 
points of each. 
The amendments, in the order they 
will appear on the ballots, are: 
Amendment One— Provides that no 
proposition submitted by the initia­ 
tive or referendum and defeated, can 
be resubmitted within five years. 
Its 
intention is to prohibit the use of the 
initiative ot resubmit the single tax 
proposition, and practically prohiibts 
any change in the present tax sys­ 
tem. 
The amendment forever pro­ 
hibits its own repeal. 
Amendment 
Two—Gives 
Kansas 
City power to issue bonds for acquir­ 
ing public utilities, the bonds to be 
issued against the utility properties. 
Amendment Three—For levying a 
state tax of IO cents on the ST OO val­ 
uation for the construction and main­ 
tenance of public roads. 
Amendment Four—Applies to the 
compensation of members of the gen­ 
eral assembly. 
It authorizes an an­ 
nual salary of $1,000, instead of $5 a 
day for the seventy days’ session. 
Amendment Five—Gives cities of 
100.000 or more inhabitants power to 
authorize an increase in taxation to 
build or acquire subways. 
Amendment Six—Empowers voters 
of road districts to increase taxation 
for road improvements. 
The taxation 
is not to exceed 65 cents on the $100 
valuation. 
Amendment Seven—Gives the legis 
lature authority to grant pensions to 
the deserving blind. 
Amendment Eight—Authorizes cit­ 
ies 
with 
population of more than 
100.000 to adopt simple methods of 
amending their charters. This amend 
ment does not apply to St. Louis. 
Proposition 
Nine— Requires 
rail­ 
roads to increase the crews on pas 
senger, mail, express 
and 
Heigh* 
trains. 
It is known as the full crew 
law% and was passed by the ’ast leg 
islature and resubmitted to the peo 
pie by the referendum petition. 
Proposition Ten-—Applies to loca’ 
option, making tho county the unit lr 
such elections. 
Passed by the 'as* 
legislature, and submitted by referen 
durn petition. 
Proposition Eleven—Home ’•ale for 
St. Louis. 
Provides for the appoint 
ment of excise commissioners by thf 
mayor instead of the governor Pass 
ed by the last legislature and submit 
ted by referendum petition. 
Proposition 
Twelve — Gives 
the 
mayor of St. Louis power to appoint 
police commissioners. 
The commis 
stoners now are named by the gov­ 
ernor. Passed by the last legislature 
and submitted 
by referendum peti­ 
tion. 
Proposition Thirteen—Provides for 
woman suffrage, giving women the 
same ru^Iit as men to vote in all 
ejections in the state. 
Proposition 
Fourteen — Authorizes 
the legislature, at its option, to issue 
bonds to ♦50,000.000 for road building. 
Proposition Fifteen—Authorizes the 
issuing of bonds in road districts, up­ 
on petition of taxpayers, for the im 
proveraent of roads. 
The amendments require a majority 
of the votes cast to carry them. 
To vote for an amendment, scratch 
the “No” on the margin of the bal­ 
lot. 
To vote against the measures, 
scratch the “Yes.”

high official of the army general staff 
admits that the far eastern situation 
lends some background to the act­ 
ivity. 
Ammunition, which two 
years ago 
was insufficient for one day’s brisk 
fighting in the Philippines, has been 
i©plenished. Just how much is now 
on hand the general staff would not 
divulge for military reasons. Corre- 
g’dor fort., a strong defensive point 
et the entrance 
to 
Manila bay, is 
understood to 
be 
undergoing heavy 
provisioning. 
The 
chief 
complication 
the 
fra* 
eastern problem bas lent thus far in 
the islands is the 
harboring of ut 
neutral vessels, many of which, 
ti 
la s been suspected, sought to use 
the Philippines as a base of supplies 
tor vessels at sea. 
The armament for tile islands, a? 
outlined by a staff officer, is that the 
islands shall be so strongly equipped 
that they can withstand an assault 
until such tune as the navy could ar­ 
rive and use the islands as an of­ 
fensive base. 
It 
is understood that 
arms, ammunition and men are now 
up to tho fall legal quota. 
It may be necessary to draw from 
the present small force of American 
troops to send men to guard the Pe- 
king-Mukden railway 
in 
China, ac­ 
cording to the war department. The 
English ami French having evacuat­ 
ed that section of territory through 
which the railway runs, 
it 
will un- 
uoubtedly devolve upon the Ameri­ 
can government 
to 
furnish protec­ 
tion. under 
the 
Chinese 
neutrality 
treaty. 
Tile 
French 
and English 
were assigned this 
protection duty 
under the treaty. 
General Parry, in command of the 
Philippines, has 
been 
investigating 
the Chinese situation and 
he is in­ 
clined to the belief that troops will 
I.ave to be sent as the railway guard. 
One battalion 
of 
infantry from the 
Philippines is now in China. The war 
department believes that if troops go 
they will be sent from the Philippine 
Alands, although the quota of 
men 
there is none too large. Drafts from 
any other portion 
of 
the American 
forces would 
cripple 
the efficiency 
of the service, it was believed.

Wednesday afternoon at 3 o’clock, 
at the home- of the parents of the 
Q.—In Matthew 23:35, we read that

(Twofold.) 
Answer.—The word used bere, “naos,” 
is more correctly rendered sanctuary 
in R. V., and means the Temple prop 
er, comprising the Holy and Most Holy 
Thus Zachariah was slain between the 
Temple proper and the altar of burnt 
offering in the priests’ court (2 Chroni­ 
cles 24:1G). This space, Edersheim tells 
us (Temple, p. 63-4), “was ordinarily 
accessible only to the priests, and even ; 
these were excluded if their bearing 
showed that they did not realize the j 
solemnity of the place.” 
“They wTere j 
expressly prohibited even to sit dowrn 
in it.” 
Murder here wras, therefore, 
particularly heinous. 
Jesus intimated 
that because the same spirit still ani­ 
mated the Jews the Lord would for­ 
sake them, and also the Temple which 
they themselves had been the first to 
desecrate. 
While there was a partial 
punishment in the destruction of the 
first Temple, they had failed to learn 
the lessons taught, and so the second 
and greater punishment w’as neces­ 
sary. 
In the fall of Jerusalem the 
scenes of carnage in the priests’ court 
were frightful, “the blood of all sorts 
of carcases—priests, strangers, and pro­ 
fane-standing in lakes in the holy 
courts, the corpses themselves lying in 
piles and mounds on the very altar 
slopes,” “till at last the flames reduced 
the beautiful House of God to a ghast­ 
ly ruin.”

Q.—A Minister, who has spent sev­ 
eral years in Missionary work in China 
and claims to have made a careful 
study of the Bible says that the asser­ 
tion that the Devil is to be destroyed 
is a very deceptive teaching and says 
it is nowhere found in the Bible that 
he is to be destroyed. 
He called my 
attention 
to 
Revelation 
29:10. 
(Y. 
M. C.) 
Answer.—Yon 
will 
find the plain 
statement of the Scripture to be that 
•Jesus became a fleshly being “that 
through death Fie might destroy him 
who had the power of death, that is 
the Devil” (Hebrews 2:13). Some have 
mistakingly supposed that Satan is an 
immortal being and therefore have 
concluded that there could be no Scrip­ 
ture speaking of bis destruction. Thus 
one error invariably leads on to others. 
The Minister to whom you refer had 
evidently forgotten for the time being 
that the Book of Revelation is a book 
of symbols. 
Its statements are not to 
be taken literally but we should, if we 
vould have a reasonable and consist^ 
ant understanding of the book, look 
,’or a figurative application of its high­ 
ly symbolic statements. 
Had he had 
Ins Bible open at the time he was ex­ 
plaining this matter to you we think 
that he would have noticed that along 
with the Devil iii the Lake of fire and 
brimstone are to be found a beast and 
a false prophet, and we do not believe 
that he would state as a part of his 
creed that God was going to torment 
a beast throughout eternity. 
We un­ 
derstand that the beast represents a 
beastly system as does also the false 
prophet. 
Similarly the Devil seems ta 
l»e used here to represent a system, 
j artaking of his characteristics, which 
will arise in opposition to the Kingdom 
Gf Christ when that Kingdom shall 
lave finally, brought the earth to per­ 
fection and its inhabitants up along 
the Highway of Holiness to the point 
at which they may stand in their own 
righteousness and prove themselves 
worthy of life. 
We read that there 
will be some who wilt form around the 
tann er of the Satanic opposition and 
he destroyed. To take a different view 
w’ould be to assert God’s love for Sa­ 
tan. for “whom the Lord loveth He 
preserved, but all the wicked will He 
destroy” (Psalm 145:20). 
The destruc­ 
tion of Satan is one of God’s great 
mercies to His creatures. 
If he were 
jiermitred to live, all would be forever 
| in danger from his deceptive wiles. 


Q.— Did Christ know nothing of Hi* 
prehuman existence till He was thirty 
years of age? 
GJ. L. G.) 
Answer. -Very little is recorded about 
our I,ord from His birth to the age of 
thirty, and it would be unwise for us 
to speculate as to what He knew, or 
what Ile did not know. 
We must re­ 
member that He was a perfect child, 
sinless, and we are told that He in­ 
creased in wisdom and in stature. 
At 
twelve years of age He was in the 
temple listening to the discussions of 
the Doctors, aud asking them ques­ 
tions. but as to the nature of those 
questions we are not informed (Luke 
2:40-50). 
He took such great interest 
in the knowledge that Fie was acquir­ 
ing from the Doctors of the Law that 
when His parents began their home­ 
ward journey, lie remained behind. 
Flis absence having been discovered, 
they returned to look for Him and 
found Him still asking questions. 
His 
reply to His Mother’s query as to why 
He had doue this. “Wist ye not that I 
must be about my Father’s business,” 
is taken by many to Indicate that He 
remembered 
His angelic home; but 
His knowledge that Jehovah was His 
Feather may have been entirely the re­ 
sult of His Mother’s teaching. 
Our 
Lord did exist with the Father before 
Lie became a man. as many Scriptures 
show (John 1:1-3; 6:51-62; 17:5, 24). 
It 
was during this existence as the Logos 
thht Jehovah created all things through 
Him 
(Colossians 
1:15-17; 
Ephesians 
3:9), 


Q.— What is the meaning of the origi­ 
nal Greek word TARTARUS, which is 
translated “hell” in 2 Peter 2:4, “For 
God spared not the angels that sinned, 
but cast them down to ‘hell/ and de­ 
livered them into chains of darkness, to 
be reserved unto judgment?” 
(W. H.) 
Answer.—Four English words (cast 
down to hell) are used to triinslate th© 
one Greek word. 
Evidently the trans­ 
lators were at a loss to know how to 
translate the word, but concluded they 
knew where the evil angels ought to 
be, and so they made bold to put them 
into hell, though it took four words to 
twist the idea into the shape they had 
predetermined it must take. Our clear­ 
er knowledge of the Bible to day con­ 
vinces us of their mistake. The Greek 
tartaroo is evidently related to the sim­ 
ilar word tartarus which designated a 
mythological prison. 
Presumably the 
Apostle’s thought was that the angels 
were imprisoned, within the bounds of 
darkness. 
Scientists tell us that the 
atmosphere of our earth is surrounded 
by absolute darkness. 
Since the days 
of the flood, when these fallen angels 
were driven from their human bodies, 
they have been confined to earth’s at­ 
mosphere and, as this Scripture seems 
to indicate, have been unable to leave 
its bounds. 
Thbs sin has been con­ 
fined to our globe. 
We can imagine 
that these evil angels have been glad 
to foster the misapprehension coming 
from this wrong translation. 
While 
they have been perpetually confined 
within earth’s atmosphere, busily en­ 
gaged misguiding man and misrepre­ 
senting Jehovah, w*e have been led 
to believe that they were far removed 
from us, unable to escape from the 
bounds of a mystical dungeon, where 
they patiently waited for a loving and 
merciful God to send them, victims 
whom they might torture through eter­ 
nity.

Q.—Did Jesus ©arn His right to lifs 
from birth to thirty or from thirty to 
the cross? 
(W. H.) 
Answer.—It w’ould not be proper to 
say that Jesus earned His right to life: 
He was born with it, and never lost IL 
The only way He could lose It w’as by 
becoming a sinner, and “He knew no 
sin” (I Peter 2:22). 
To all imperfect 
Jews, the Law was the “ Law of 
death.” 
Jesus was perfect but the 
Mosaic I^awr was to Him. also, the 
Law of death, because, if Ile would 
do the Father’s will in the redeeming 
of the race, He must meet the penalty 
.it death which was on the race be­ 
cause of their violation of God’s I.nw. 
But Jesus went farther than the Law 
in thus sacrificing. Jesus said the real 
meaning of the I>awr w’as, “Thou shalt 
love the I.ord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength” (Luke 10:27). 
James 
explains; “To him that knoweth to do 
good and doeth it not it is sin” (James 
4:17). 
Jesus knew that if a perfect 
man could be found, who was willing 
to die as a ramson for Adam and his 
descendants, such an offering would 
be pleasing to God and it would even­ 
tually effect the release of the human 
family from death. By His knowledge 
the one justified the many (Isaiah 53: 
ll). 
By His perfection of living, Jesus 
maintained His right to life, but in 
obedience to the Father’s will He sac­ 
rificed all His human rights that He 
might have the privilege of bestow­ 
ing them on the human race which had 
lost all life-rigbts by Father Adam's 
transgression. 
The penalty resting on 
mankind w as the death of the soul (the 
soul that sinneth It shall die—Ezekiel 
1S:4) and that penalty was met when 
“Jesus poured out His sou! unto death.” 
If He had not maintained His life 
j rights Ile would have been able only 
I to meet the penalty on Himself. Death 
is the wage of sin. and whoever dies 
does so as a result of sin. 
Adam died 
for his own sin, and Jesus died a sin- 
4 less one to take '.dam’s place that he 
I might go free.

He indicated that he had received 
a new proposal from the St. Louis 
Federals and that he was waiting for 
Washington to outbid the offer. 


Ban Johnson Will Fight. 


St. Louis, Mo., Ort. SO.—Ban John­ 
son, 
president 
of 
the 
American 
league, says the Washington d a b has 
an option on Pitcher W alter Johnson 
for 1915, and that if the great pitcher 
hurdles to the Feds, the American 
league will take the 
case 
to 
the 
courts. 
The option Ban Johnson is. 
banking upon to hold W alter John­ 
son is the clause in the 1914 Ameri­ 
can league contracts, w’hich specifies 
that 25 per cent of the salary men­ 
tioned is for an option on the play­ 
er's services for the following sea­ 
son. 
In other words, if the player 
was paid $4,000 for the season, $1,000 
of this amount represented a bonus 
for giving the club first call on his 
services for the following season fit a 
reasonable increase in salary. 
The American league attorneys are 
confident that this clause will stand 
any attack in the courts. 
They claim 
that any player who accepted full pay 
with this clause in his contact is le­ 
gally obligated to do business first 
with the club he played with in 1914. 
lf Johnson jumps he will doubtless 
assert that he had a legal right to 
sell his services to the highest bid­ 
der, and that a contract for one year 
expired at the end of the season he 
signed for. 
He will always attempt 
to bank heavily on the fact that the 
Washington club declined to meet 
the salary figures offered him by the 
Feds. 
The bonus clause is a new' 
angle. 
It has never been tested in 
the courts. 
Johnson’s salary this season is un­ 
derstood to have been $9,000. 
The 
American league is getting ready to 
prove that one quarter of this sum, 
or $2,250 to be exact, was a bonus 
giving the W ashington club f-rst call 
on him for 1915 at a IO per cent in­ 
crease in salary. 
In other swords,

In corroboration of this statement, 
a comparison of the reports of the 
cilice of public roads with the reports 
of the United States census for 1900 
reveals the significant fact that, 
in 
twenty-five counties selected at ran­ 
dom, possessing an average of 
only 
5 per cent improved roads in 1904, 
the decrease in 
population averaged 
2.112 for each county 
for 
the ten- 
vear period between 1890 and 1900. 
Contrasted with 
this 
showing, the 
records of twenty-five counties which 
possessed an average of 40 per cent 
improved roads revealed the increase 
averaged 31.095 to the county. 
Whether good 
roads 
cause 
good 
schools, or vice versa, it is true that 
^hey exist together, and that one of 
fhe most important reasons for good 
reads is their effect on school attend­ 
ance in the country. 
If the country 
schools are to have a maximum ef­ 
ficiency' in training and instruction, 
the children must be afforded facili­ 
ties for reaching the 
schools 
with 
dry feet at all seasons of the year. 
Then the graded schools can replace 
Hie 
little 
one-room, 
one-teacher 
schools so prevalent 
in 
many sec­ 
tions of the country*. The possibili­ 
ties of a region 
of 
improved roads 
are made apparent by the many ex­ 
amples of school 
wagons regularly 
Slathering up the children and hauling 
them to and from school. When the 
roads are placed in such condition as 
t'. make this practice general, a tre­ 
mendous impetus will have been giv­ 
en 
to 
education 
in 
the 
United

He w*as born with it, arid never lost IL 
ne only way He could lose it was by 
becoming a sinner, and “He knew no 
sin’’ (I Peter 2:22). To all imperfect 
Jews, the Law was the "Law of 
death.” 
Jesus was perfect but the 
Rossie Law was to Him, also, the 
Law of death, because, if He would 
do the Father’s will in the redeeming 
of the race, He must meet the penalty 
<>f death which was on the race be­ 
cause of their violation of God’s Law. 
But Jesus went farther than the Law 
in thus sacrificing. Jesus said the real 
meaning of the Law was, “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength” (Luke 
James 
explains: “To him that knoweth to do 
good and doeth it not it is sin” (James 
4:17). 
Jesus knew that if a perfect 
man could be found, who was willing 
to die as a ramson for Adam and his 
descendants, such an offering would 
be pleasing to God and it would even­ 
tually effect the release of the human 
filmily from death. By His knowledge 
the one justified the many (Isaiah 53: 
'll). 
By His perfection of living. Jesus 
maintained His right to life, but in 
obedience to the Father’s will He sac­ 
rificed all Ills human rights that He 
might have the privilege of bestow­ 
ing them on the human race which had 
lost all life-rights by Father Adam’s 
transgression. The penalty resting on 
mankind was the death of the soul (the 
soul that sinneth it shall die—Ezekiel 
18:4) and that penalty was met when 
“Jesus poured out His soul unto death.” 
If Ile had not maintained His life 
rights He would have been able only 
to meet the penalty on Himself. Death 
is the wage of sin*, and whoever dies 
does so as a result of sin. Adam died 
for his own sin, and Jesus died a sin­ 
less one to take Adam’s place that he 
might go free.
